Perhaps you could give me more information on the people that you're 
researching. We don't find an E. T. Manning on the 1870 Mississippi Census 
Index or the 1880 Mississippi Soundex (the Soundex is an index on microfilm) 
for Jackson County. 


Do you have more information, names, birthdates, etc on the Pattison family? 
We would need more information so that we could tell whether we have the 
right family if we do find something. We can only devote about an hour's 
worth of research to such requests due to time constraints and the amount of 
lookup requests that we receive. So anything that you can tell us about the 
families and about the kind of information you need will help us concentrate 
our search better. 


We would love to help, but would be able to do a better job of it if we had 
a bit more information.

In these letters the name Charley Jones is only 
mentioned once connected to Menerva. This had a date of 1900 
listed on it which I believe is when he married. 

They mention in the letters of the Owens and seem to be 
under the impression that Rebbecca was Owens which she was 
not. She was a Faggard. Manerva is buried two graves down 
from Ira Rouse, under Mammy Jones marker. My Grandmother was 
very unaware of the Owens children she said, that she was 
married several times. She only knew of Rebbecca and Alice. 
My grandmother (Lucy Rouse Kyle) is the last of Ira Rouse 
children living. Lucy some how came to believe she could not 
visit her mothers grave. I went checking into it. It is 
located on private property but they were very willing to let 
us in there. My grandmother was surprised at the grave. Some 
one had put a fence, a concrete slab, and head stones to mark 
the graves. I told her of her brother Edward's involvement 
in doing this, she knew nothing of it. She went and talked 
to the children of Edward . They did not know their father 
had done this. There is an unmarked stone by Rebbecca and my 
grandmother says the reason they did not bury her daddy there 
was because the cemetery was full. . 

The reason I get into this is because David Eubanks gave 
me some Mallette cemetery papers, which he has Minnie there 
child of Ira Rouse. This is false Minnie Rouse, Jackson, Dye 
Wade is buried at Union Cemetery. Right by her fgther. 
Minnie had run away and married Ben Jackson. Her father went 
and brought her back home. Minnie then ran away to the Dye's 
which were related to her father. He did not go after her. 
Then she up and married Harry Dye. Harry put himself in his 
brothers place when his brother murder a man. ‘Harry believed 
he would get off since it was his property. His son Harry H. 
Dye died while this was going on. They took Harry to the 
burial in chains and took him away. Minnie divorced Harry 
and married George Wade. She was shipped back here and 
buried at union cemetery. She died of T.B. one month before 
her twentyfith birthday.
